3.  Section 00800, Page 142, SP 30 Flood Emergency:   The contractor needs to be aware of this Special Contract
Requirement which requires that the contractor maintain connections between the pumping station and fuel tank(s)
at all times.

4.  Drawings 2 and 3:  Add the following note to both drawings:  “The two manholes shown between the fuel tanks
and the pump station inlet channel are to a grease and oil separator.  The lines to the grease and oil separator shall be
capped and the grease and oil separator left in place.”
